And the conclufion of the 
Verfe will nor permit us to make the leaft Demur to 
this ons 5 the Sou! that Sinneth, It fhall 
Dye. An 

if a Pious Father beget a Wicked Son, that Son thall 
Dye, norwithftanding his Father's Piety. And if 
He again become the Father of a Pious Child, that 
Pious Child fhall Live, notwithftanding his Father's 
W ickedneils 

We beg leave thérefore to give the commion Ex- 
pofition of the Second Commandment, which will 
teconcile the wo feemingly diftant Paffages, 

We muft undérftand the Denunciation of Vifring 
the inigusties of the Fathers upon the Children in a li- 
mited acceptance ; namely, if Children tread in 
their Father's Steps ; if they go on as did their Fa. 
thers before them, to provoke the Lord ro Jealoufy, 
and approve of their Father's Actions by unhappily 
tran{cribing them in their Own practice. In fick 
a cafe as this God will take occafion from the Ini- 
quities of the Fathersto Chaftife the Tranfgreffioris 
of the Children, when otherwife he might bave fuf-

then the Prophet goes on co tell us, ‘that 
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fer'd them to go Unpunifh'd : Unpunifh’d with re- 
gard to cemporal calamities, to this prefent World. 
And of this interpretation we meet with a remark- 
able confirmation in 2 Kings 22. 16, and following 
Verfes to the end of the Chaprer. . For there #wm/- 
dah the Prophetets relts Fofizh by Meflage, that his 
extraordinary Piety and cendernels of heart had 


warded off the Evils denounc’d to Fudah, for all 


the Abominations of Amon and Manaffeb. But that 
God notwithftanding wou'd bring thole Evils upon 
the Generation after him ; namely, fince He (as 
we may reafonably fuppofe ) by his Prafcience 
Knew hat they won'’d Imurate their wicked Grand- 
fathers, and thence become juftiy obnoxions to the 
Curfle of the Law, as being within the Period of the 
third and fourth Generation. 

Nor but that a Guiltle!s People are cblig'd to de- 
precate the confequence of their Fathers Sins, For 
not to deprecate the confequence 15 to be dilregard- 


lefs of God's Authority, to have no tendemets for 


the fecurity of his Government, to be Unconcerad 
ar the Indignities paft upon their Maker ; pati up- 


on bim by their Own Progenitors, And wher, 


this, but to be Innoeent and yet Guilty ran 
cent in other refpects, and yet Guiity ina 
no f{malJ importance. Whence it 
concern’d,fuch difregardlefs Peopejo* 
Judgment Denouncid againft than 
Commandment, and thereiore can 
in that Paffagein Ezekie..

Taft the Sweets of a RKakith Life, it mighr allure 


him co Defert hisColors.Buc We 


are of opinion,thac Fle,who has fo long Experienc’d 
the Unrivald Pleafures of a Verruous Life, cannot 
eaiily be wroughc upon to Prefer a Fancied Good 
ro a Real one. Upon the whole we think, that 
there 1s nore Security to be expected from Him, 
who has been always Sober and Dilcreer,than from 
a Reform Rake. 


But on fappofal, that they will both continue in 
their prefent State of Sobriety, we may confider, 


whichis moft Likely to prove the Beft. And here 
the Perfon, who has been never otherwife than So. 
ber, has a confiderable advantage on his fide, if he 
be fo Wife as to make the beft ule of it.

hereas Rakes Reform’d are Con{cious of the op- 
portunities they have loft, and thence {0 carefully 
endeavour to retrieve their Neglected time, as 
fometimes not only to Overtake, bur alfo to Qut- 
ftrip the moft Experiencd Racer. Ic is obfery'd 
withal, that Habitually Sober Men are roo apt to 
be Elevated with their Conftant Sobriety. And fuch 
a misbecoming Elevation will towre their Tempers, 
rin¢ture rhem with Cenforioufnels, and render them 
not fo Obliging, as they ought to be. Whereas Re- 
form’d Perions are fenfible of their foriner deme- 
rits, and thence are more eafily prevail’d upon to be 
Modeft, Humble, and Obliging. Bat however 
thus it may fomeurmes be, yer it may not be fo with 
thoie, who are now the objects of your ferious 
rnoughts. Wewoud advile you therefore to make
